Process: South 
Carolina 
Department of 
Disabilities and 
Special Needs 
(SCDDSN) Settings 

• Also called “state-level review” 

• Information can be found on the SCDHHS HCBS website 
o Information added for DDSN providers with settings under 

review 
o See the links under the “Suggested Documentation” header 

half-way down the page (linked above) 

• Providers with settings in this process met with DDSN in Nov. to 
review process; documentation needs 

• State-level review process now anticipated to begin either 
December 2019 or January 2020 (dependent on when information 
submitted) 

3. HCBS Compliance 
– 2022 and 
beyond 

• As a reminder, CMS is clear: 
o ALL HCB settings must be in compliance by 2022 
o There is no remediation for any non-compliant setting after 

that date 
o If a setting is non-compliant, the state cannot claim federal 

financial participation (FFP) for any HCB services provided in 
that setting 

• Do the work now.
